No clue from Nixon 
U.S. dollar at new high 


WASHINGTON (DPI) - President Nixon is spending 
the Thanksgiving weekend at Camp David, Md., so far 
giving no clue how he will answer a judge’s request for 
immediate surrender of his Watergate tapes. 
U.S. District Court Judge John J. Sirica Wednesday 
asked the President voluntarily to give him all 
subpoenaed tapes for safe keeping by the court The 
judge acted after the White House announced that an 18- 
minute segment of one tape contained only an “ audible 
tone” and no conversation. 
Sirica gave Nixon until Monday to respond, saying that 
if he won't give up the tapes voluntarily, the judge will 
order Prosecutor Leon Jaworski to formally request 
their immediate turnover 


The White House so far has said only that Sirica's 
request was “ under consideration ’’ 
Announcement 
that 
the 18-minute 
tape 
section 
contained only a hum came while presidential lawyers 
were negotiating with Judge Sirica for a gradual 
turnover of seven subpoenaed tapes. 


The new development prompted Sirica to say that, 
while he didn’t mistrust the White House, he would “ feel 
better” if the courts had the tapes right away. The 18- 
minute segment was part of a conversation Nixon held 
with H R. Haldeman. his staff chief at the time, on June 
20, 1972, three days after the break-in at Democratic 
headquarters in the Watergate apartments. 


LONDON (U PI) — The U.S. dollar today reached 
heights on European foreign exchange markets it had not 
touched in 10 months. Gold fell slightly as the dollar 
gained everywhere 
The biggest gain was in London, where for one brief 
period the British pound became cheaper in dollar terms 
than at any time since January. 
The pound’s price sank to $2.3570 at that point. A slight 
recovery took it up to $2.3580 by late afternoon This was 
still 2.30 cents cheaper than the pound’s price Thursday 
night. 
In Brussels the dollar’s rate was the best since mid- 
May, In Frankfurt it touched its highest point since June 
7. In Paris it rose above its fixed parity price for the first 


time, a price reached Thursday for the first time since 
March. 
The dollar gained in every European money market 
—up to 2.753 guilders in Amsterdam, up to 19 45 
schillings in Vienna, up in all three Scandinavian 
exchanges, up half a percentage point to 39.54 Belgian 
francs on the Brussels official market 
In Zurich the dollar gained as well, up to 3.2175 Swiss 
francs at the market s close. 
In France the financial dollar used by tourist3 reached 
and then climbed above the official exchange rate parity 
of 4 60414 francs. It closed at 4.61 francs, up from 
Thursday's 4.5775. The officially-used commercial dollar 
moved up to 4 5075, another gain

Water decision holding up projects

County Reporter 
Three county projects with an 
estimated cost of almost half a 
million dollars are being held up at 
this time pending decision by the 
Goleta County Water District as to 
how to provide water for them, it 
was learned today. The project sites 
lie within the district where a 
moratorium has been imposed on 
new connections. 


County Public Works Director 
Norman 
H. Caldwell confirmed 
reports that the projects include the 
proposed 
South 
Coast 
Animal 
Control Facility, estimated to cost 
$260,000; a shop building to serve as 
a park department corporation yard 
and open space facility, $110,000; 
and a $95,000 expansion of the 
County 
Fire 
Administration 
Building. 


Caldwell, who has been in contact 
with water district officials, said the 
district has indicated that it felt the 
county could sign an agreement the 
same as provided for the University 
of California, Santa Barbara. Such a 
pact would allow water service to 
new projects provided no more 
water was used in the district by the 
county than is presently used. 
The county is now awaiting word 
from the district as to metered 
water records showing county use 
there. 
“ The 
water 
district 
seems 
interested in trying to work out 
something,” declared Caldwell. He 
said plans have been well under way 
for all three projects for some time, 
with an architect selected for the 
animal control facility. 
The three projects were funded in 
the 1973-74 county budget with 
federal revenue-sharing money. 


Caldwell declared that the shop 
building and fire administration 
building expansion would require 
little if any additional water, and no 
major amount would be uséd by the 
animal control project. 
He pointed out that the county has 
subsequently eliminated its laundry 
facility 
at 
the 
Santa 
Barbara 
General Hospital, which he said was 
a “ big water user.” 
The county has a well in Goleta 
Valley near Juvenile Hall that it 
“ might be able to reactivate,” 
according to Caldwell. The county 
well is near one of the larger new 
wells drilled by the water district.

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Resolution drafted to hinder water tapping

Coast 
county 
supervisors 
concerned with plans of various developers 
to tap Goleta and Montecito ground water 
supplies by utilizing private water systems 
to bypass moratoriums, said Wednesday a 
new resolution has been drafted aimed to 
discourage granting of county permits for 
such systems at this time. 
Supervisors Charles F. Catterlin and 
James M. Slater filed with the board 
clerk s office a proposed new resolution, 
drafted w ith the aid of the county counsel's 
office, which would, if adopted, inform the 


county health officer of the board s "strong 
belief and conviction that issuance of small 
water system permits in the South Coast 
water basins would not be in the best 
interests of health, safety and welfare of 
South Coast residents." 
A previous attempt by Supervisor Slater 
to have the board call on Health Officer 
Joseph T Nardo to refuse to grant such 
permits was defeated on a 3-2 vote with 
Catterlin against. Catterlin switched his 
vote at that time when County Counsel 
George P Kading said the county could not 
infringe on state prerogatives in such 
matters 
The new resolution came about after 


Kading said the board had the right to 
advise, but not compel, the health officer to 
refuse permits due to water shortage 
conditions. 


Goleta and Montecito water districts had 
backed the proposed ban on such systems, 
claiming that by tapping the district water 
basins 
they would undermine water use 
restrictions imposed to conserve present 
supplies. 


But attorneys for large landowners 
countered that the overlying landowner 
was legal owner of the water beneath his 
property and could make use of it under

The new resolution will be introduced for 
adoption at the supervisors Dec. 10 session. 
At that time, other alternatives the county 
may utilize to try to halt new inroads by 
private enterprise on the district ground 
water supply may be aired An opinion is 
also sought from the state attorney- 
general’s office.

United Press International 
Kohoutek, the “ comet of the century," 
isn’t putting on much of a show yet but as it 
gets closer to the sun in the next few 
weeks, astronomers expect most folks will 
be able to see a dazzling display of lights. 


Donald Ehlers, director of the Southern 
Connecticut State College’s planetarium 
and observatory, says the comet could turn 
out to be only a blurry white haze to the 
human eye. 
Some 
experts have 
said 
Kohoutek, 
discovered last spring, will be even more 
brilliant 
than 
Hailey’s comet, 
which 
streaked across the sky in 1910. 


However, Ehlers said, "Comets are 
unpredictable. It’s difficult to forecast 
with certainty how the comet will appear 
until it actually happens." 
As the comet draws closer to Earth 
during the next few days, it will be visible 
nearer and nearer to dawn, Ehlers said. 
The contrast will be less as the sky gets 
lighter. 
The comet is scheduled to be at its 
closest point to the sun Dec. 28. 
"In the weeks following when Kohoutek 
enters the evening sky,” Ehlers said, the 
tail, which is the comet’s most exciting 
characteristic, will be pointed generally 
away from Earth.

aged, blind and disabled Americans. But 
that is only half the number earlier expect­ 
ed to get them. 
Officials said a program to locate 
eligible recipients was behind schedule but 
that the planned level of 6.2 million 
Americans still could be brought into the 
program during 1974 
The 
program, 
called 
Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI), involves a federal 
takeover of 1,152 differing state and local 
welfare programs for needy persons who 


are 65 years or older, blind or disabled 
About half the states provide higher 
welfare payments than the new federal 
amounts, but the law passed by ( ongress 
last year guarantees that no recipient 
transferred to SSI rolls will suffer any 
cutbacks. 
In place of state and local benefits will be 
a minimum federal cash payment of $130 a 
month for individuals and $195 for couples. 
These are scheduled to rise to $140 and $210 
each next July 
The first checks are intended to reach 3 
million persons presently on state welfare 
rolls, 
plus 
those 
among 
276,000 
SSI 
applicants determined to be newly eligible, 


on Jan 2. 
The government had planned to start last 
February searching out persons not on 
state welfare rolls who might be eligible 
for a guaranteed federal income, but the 
project was scrapped and is only now 
getting under way. 
Arthur E. Hess, deputy commissioner of 
the Social Security Administration, which 
will administer the new program, said the 
number of expected initial recipients had 
been overstated. 
In retrospect, Hess said that 
it was 
sometimes said loosely as if there were 
going to be 6 million persons, but that could 
never have occurred on implementation 
date.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A heavy fog 
hung over Arlington National Cemetery 
early Thanksgiving morning when Sen 
Edward M. Kennedy arrived at the grave 
of his brother, President John F. Kennedy, 
10 years after his assassination. 
It was nearly an hour before the time the 
gates were to be opened to the public. With 
the senator were his sister, Pat Lawford; 
several Kennedy children; and Ethel, the 
widow of another slain brother, Sen 
Robert F. Kennedy. 


While the women and children knelt, 
Kennedy stood behind them with head 
bowed. The family laid flowers at the 
“eternal flame’ which still flickers over 
the grave, then walked down a short path 
and knelt again at a simple white cross 
marking the grave of Robert Kennedy. 
Small bouquets of purplish blue forget- 
me-nots, sent by the President's widow, 
Jacqueline Onassis, had already been laid 
at 
each 
grave. 
Mrs 
Onassis, 
who 
remarried six years after her husband's 
death, spent the day in New York City with 


her children, Caroline and John Jr. 
The sun broke through the fog soon after 
the Kennedys left the cemetery, and then 
thousands of visitors began to arrive, some 
with flowers, some with lighted candles. 
A memorial service was held later in the 
morning 
at 
Holy 
Trinity 
Church 
in 
Georgetown, where President Kennedy 
sometimes worshiped Sen. Kennedy and 
his wife did not attend the service, going 
instead to the Georgetown University 
Hospital bedside of their 12-year-old son, 
Teddy, whose right leg was amputated last 
Saturday to stop the spread of bone cancer. 
The Rev. James English told hundreds of 
people who filled the Roman Catholic 
church for the memorial service that they 
should

President 
Kennedy 
“ with pride and gratitude, because 13 
years ago he stood up and addressed the 
very best that was in each one of us. " 
“ He said to all of us, ‘Let's begin 
again,” ’ the priest quoted. “ And with him, 
with his enthusiasm, his energy, his grace, 
we said, ‘Fine, yes, we re capable of 
beginning again.’”

Meditation may help 
Jets' passing attack

NEW YORK (U PI) - Pro football, which revels in its bellicose 
jargon of blitzes and bombs, has another phrase creeping in these 
days— transcendental meditation. 
Joe Namath, the New York Jets’ star quarterback, uses it. A1 
Woodall, his backup, does too. And now the Jets’ Richard Caster, 
regarded as one of the finest tight ends in the National Football 
League, is giving it a shot. 
Caster suffers from a severe case of the drops, more precisely, the 
New York drops. He has caught 22 passes this season, including nine in 
the Jets’ controversial 20-14 loss to Cincinnati Sunday, but only one 
reception has been made at New York’s Shea Stadium. 
The 6-foot-5, 228-pounder from Mobile, Ala., has been the favorite 
target of the Shea boobirds. He dropped a few easy passes three years 
ago and the crowd began to get on him. It’s been getting worse and 
worse ever since and so has Caster. The more they boo, the more he 
drops. 
That’s where transcendental meditation comes in. 
Basically, it’s done by clearing your mind of all outside thoughts 
except the one most important in your mind for about a 20-minute 
period each day. Namath claims it relaxes him. Caster hopes it will 
help him catch the ball Sunday when the Jets play the red-hot Atlanta 
Falcons at Shea. 
“ I hear the booing out there— I can’t help but hear it,” Caster says. 
“ And I ’d be lying if I said it didn’t bother me. If a guy says he doesn’t 
hear the fans boo or if he says it doesn’t bother him, he’s got to be 
lying. It bothers me that people are like that and you have to think 
about it a lot. But it’s also something you have to learn to live with. 
“ Human beings are very funny. They pay their money and they feel 
they can do or say anything they want.” 
Caster feels he can beat the problem with meditation. 
“ Before the game last Sunday, I was confident I could concentrate 
and have a good day. Concentration is an important part of pass-catch­ 
ing. I just meditated on doing things right. The kind of meditating I do 
allows you to accept concentration as a natural thing. It’s not forced. 
You don’t concentrate on concentrating. If you do, then it becomes a 
pressure thing. 
“ It could be that subconsciously I ’m worried about what the fans 
would say at Shea if I drop the ball,” Caster says. “ It’s a lot of 
pressure and maybe I’m just not reacting to it. I ’m letting it get the 
better of me. I think I ’m better than people think I am. People 
consider me a loser but I think that I’m a winner. The coach thinks I 
have pretty good hands and so do I but I ’ve been under these 
circumstances so long, it’s become like a trademark and I don’t like it. 
Someone mentions the name Caster and they say, ‘Oh yeah, that’s the 
guy who drops the passes.’” 
Jets Coach Weeb Ewbank also feels the fans have been unfair to 
Caster. 
“ I wish to hell they’d leave him alone,” Ewbank says. “ It’s not fair 
to him. They’ve got him so scared out there, it’s ruining him. He’s a 
great receiver but the poor kid is so tied up by the fans, it’s killing his 
game. He’s got good hands. He’s among the best tight ends in 
football—he’s certainly the fastest.” 
“ When you go out there,” Caster adds, “ you realize it’s going to be 
one of three things. You’re going to have a pretty good day, a so-so day 
or a disastrous day. It’s got to be one of those three and I just go out 
hoping for the best.”

UCLA hoopsters 
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Psychologist tells athletes 
Concentration is key to success

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Without practice, Henry 
Aaron probably could not 
crack a bull’s skull with his 
bare hands. It is also unlikely 
that Japanese martial arts 
expert Oyama could crack a 
home run. 
Yet both have this in com­ 
mon the ability to concentr­ 
ate so hard that they relax 
their muscles and are thus 
able to perform at optimum 
ability. 
That, in oversimplified 
terms, is the theory of Bob 
Nideffer, assistant professor 
of psychology at the Univer­ 
sity of Rochester. 
Nideffer learned about 
relaxing as a way of life 
while in the Army in Japan in 
the early 1960s. He returned 
to the United States and 
became a college diving 
champion. He is also holder 
of a black belt in aikido, a 
martial art. He said that his 
ability to focus intense atten­ 
tion on the muscles in his 
body contributed to his 
athletic success. He has 
worked with other swim­ 
mers, bowlers, a shot-putter 
and a field goal kicker, and 
professes remarkable im­ 
provement. 
“ Everybody can be im­ 
proved,’ 
said Nideffer, 
some more so than others. 
Now a Henry Aaron, well, he 
doesn't need my help, to say 
the least. But a lot of other 
people can profit from my 
theory, 1 believe.’ 
In brief, Nideffer urges a 
systematic program of pro­ 
gressive relaxations. That is, 
you sit down and close your 
eyes and you go through a 
kind of mental rehearsal of 
your athletic activity. You go 
through the movements of 
each part of the bodv. You 
see it, in your mind You get 
the id e a l m ovem ent. 


Hopefully, you can relieve 
your tensions and improve 
performance. 
Sometimes, there is trou­ 
ble. Take the cast“ of the 
field-goal kicker, a Univer­ 
sity of Rochester student. 
Nideffer said, “ Think

tense, there are ripples in the 
lake and your mind and mus­ 
cles become tense and dis­ 
torted.” 
So, says Nideffer, relax, 
think your movements 
through, close your eyes, ease 
the tension in your muscles, 
slip into a mood of smooth­ 
ness, grace___ 
“One problem with the 
technique,” admits Nideffer, 
“ is that some people fall 
asleep.”

Association, the Lung Association of Santa 
Barbara County is a 70-year-old voluntary 
health agency, the oldest in the United 
States, organized to prevent and control 
diseases of the lung. 


Christmas seal sales support a large 
number of program s such as workshops, 
breathing classes conducted 
by chest 
specialists and inhalation and physical 


therapists, free chest x-rays, sessions for 
parents, 
adult 
patients 
and 
physical 


education teachers on learning to live with 
asthma, loanouts of breathing devices, 


elementary 
school 
talks on cigarette 
smoking and distribution of informative 
literature. 
Although TB is no longer a part of the 
Christmas Seal agency's name, it still 
remains of vital concern. TB is not a 
disease of the past. Forty-five active new 
cases were discovered last year in Santa 
Barbara County. 
Emphysem a continues to claim the third 
highest amount of disability benefits under 
Social Security, costing over $100 million 
annually. From 1955-1970, deaths from 
emphysema increased from 3,639 to 22,630. 
The sale of the traditional Christmas 
seals provides the sole support of the Lung 
Association in its year-round program.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Energy crisis start? 


WASHINGTON - Passing the 
knife between the Democrats in 
Congress and the White House for 
responsibility for the energy crisis 
is

Each 
side 
is 
accusing

neglect, 
indifference, drift. 
Democratic 
sen­ 
ators close to the 
developing 
crisis 
with all it will mean 
to the average citi­ 
zen see a scenario 
roughly as follows: 
P resident 
Nixon 
bent 
on 
his 
re- 
re-«lection to a second term was 
determined to avoid rocking the ship 
of state in any way. While they were 
not present and therefore do not 
have first-hand knowledge, these 
senators believe a crucial decision 
was made at a meeting in the White 
House in midsummer in 1971. 
The 
President 
called 
in 
his 
principal advisers to lay down the 
law for 1972. The group included 
Secretary of Commerce Maurice H. 
Stans and Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell, both now under indictment 
on charges growing out of secret 
cash contributions to the Nixon 
campaign 
fund. 
The 
President 
began 
the 
discussion 
with 
this 
preamble. 
“In 1960, I was defeated by a 
narrow squeak. In 19681 was elected 
by a narrow squeak. I don’t want a 
squeak 
in 
1972. 
I 
want 
an 
overwhelming mandate and that is 
why I have called you here.’’ 
He 
told 
them 
he 
wanted 
a 
campaign chest raised of not less 
than $50 million. As it turned out the 
total raised by Mitchell, Stans and 
Co. was closer to $60 million. That 
was thanks in part to what one 
business executive charged was the 
“extortion” practiced by Stans. 
The oil companies contributed 
many millions to the total. So did the 
motor 
manufacturers. 
To 
have 
moved with any real force on the 
energy 
crisis that was already 
visible would have outraged these 
big contributors. For example, a 
horsepower tax penalizing the gas 
guzzlers would have angered not 
only the motor moguls but the 
President’s many friends who drive 
the guzzlers. 
The 
full consequences of the 
Middle East war could hardly have 
been foreseen by either the White 
House or the Congress. The warning 
signs should have been evident, 
however, in the fulmination of the 
Arabs 
over 
American 
policy 


towards Israel. Whether anything 
could have been done even if the 
signs had been properly read is 
another 
matter. 
In 
any 
event, 
nothing was done. 
Of the utmost urgency now is to 
find a way out of the energy crisis, 
not alone as it touches the American 
consumer but as the oil squeeze hits 
Western Europe and Japan. The rift 
in the NATO alliance is so serious 
growing out of the Middle East 
conflict and the oil pinch that some 
Western diplomats feel it is beyond 
repair. 
They are concerned, too, with 
loose talk about what drastic action 
can be taken to restore the flow of 
Arab oil. NATO ambassadors have 
heard 
at 
a 
middle level 
from 
American officials the possibility of 
American paratroop forces moving 
into the chief Arab oil suppliers. 
This is, of course, fantasy. Such a 
contingency plan — contingency 
plans blossom in the Pentagon like 
the night blooming cereus — was 
considered in June by the joint 
chiefs of staff and rejected. Any 
such 
move would bring 
instant 
reprisals in sabotage blowing up 
pipelines and refineries. 
Whether the world wide alert was 


justified by the threat of Soviet 
intervention in the Middle East or 


whether it was another example of 
Nixon’s overreaction will long be 
debated. But it was the way in which 
the alert was imposed without any 
prior notice to the European allies 
that spook their confidence. 
They 
have 
not 
forgotten 
the 
President’s 
unfortunate 
press 
conference 
statement 
when 
he 
seemed to be warning the Arabs that 
without a market their oil would be 
worthless. The market is in Western 
Europe and Japan and, without the 
oil, their industrial life would grinc 
dangerously close to a halt. In th€ 
same context the President made 
what appeared to the Arabs to be a 
threatening 
reference 
to 
what 
happened when in Iran Mohammed 
Mossadegh set out to nationalize 
western oil properties and was 
overthrown. That was 20 years ago 
and when Iranian oil was a minor 
factor in world production. 
In his energy m essage Nixon said 
increased 
production 
from 
the 
Navy’s Elk Hills could be increased 
in 60 days to cut back shortages by 
eight per cent. That would be a 
beginning if a small beginning in 
meeting a crisis such as has rarely 
if 
ever 
threatened 
peacetime 
America.

Nixon’s statement on the energy 
situation placed far more burdens 
on consumers than on industry. 
Together 
with 
his 
legislative 
proposals on the energy problem, 
the m essage adds up to a windfall 
for booming corporate profits and a 
shortfall for the consumer’s health 
and pocketbook. 
To start with, one 
would never learn 
from 
the 
P resi­ 
dent's address that 
industry and com­ 
merce use fully 70 
per cent of the ener­ 
gy 
supply. 
Con­ 
sumers absorb the 
remaining 
30 
per 
cent principally in 
home and personal 
transportation uses. 
Given these facts, it 
is far 
more 
administratively 
workable 
and fundamental to focus on the 
massive industrial and commercial 
waste of energy than to rely on 
prompt 
changes 
in 
w asteful 
consumer habits so long encouraged 
by 
the 
auto, 
petroleum , 
air 
conditioning, 
electric 
and 
other 
industries. 
It needs to be said repeatedly that 
prevention of energy waste starts 
with 
the 
wasteful 
technology 
installed or sold to consumers in the 
past and present to jack up sales of 
fuel and electricity. 
For example, why did Mr. Nixon 
not call for (a) auto companies to 
produce automobiles with higher 
fuel efficiency instead of the current 
gas guzzling behemoths; (b) an end 
to utilities' promoting electrically 
heated homes which consume about 
three 
tim es 
more 
energy 
than 
conventional furnaces to produce 
home heat; (c) the insulation of old 
and new houses which would quickly 
pay for itself in fuel savings; (d) the 
d ra stic 
reduction 
of 
trip le 
illumination in large office buildings 
and stores; and (e) a reverse of the 
pricing 
system 
which 
rewards 
larger users of electricity with 
much lower rates than smaller 
homeowners? 
The recommended priorities in 
the Presidential proposals are also 
deplorable. Mr. Nixon ignores many 
g o v e r n m e n t 
p r o c u r e m e n t , 
regulatory 
and 
anti-monopoly 
policies 
which 
would 
encourage 
energy economies and competition. 
But he suggests the likelihood of 
cutting back on school hours, health- 
saving pollution standards and price 
restraining regulation of natural 
gas. All this in spite of legal actions 
by the Federal Trade Commission 
and 
state 
Attorneys 
General 
charging the profit - glutted oil and 
gas 
industry 
with 
monopolistic 
collusion. 
The 
White 
House 
made 
no 
mention of the flagrant waste of fuel 
by the military that is legndary to 
millions of ex-servicemen who have 
driven or operated military vehicles 
and 
equipment. 
The 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission’s 
crazy 
quilt 
regulation 
of 
transported 
com m odities 
results 
in 
great 
numbers of trucks and freight cars 
returning empty from the first- 
shipment destinations. What do you 
think a trailer truck gets on a gallon 
of gas? 
The 
Department 
of 
Interior’s 
Office 
of 
Energy 
Conservation 
(OES) could inform the President 
about the detailed areas of waste. 
These include the manufacture of 
non-essential 
products 
(such 
as 
alum inum 
beer 
cans 
which 


e c o lo g is ts 
c a ll 
“ c o n g e a le d 
electricity” ), 
grossly 
inefficient 
furnaces, and wasteful new building 
designs 
with 
excessive 
energy 
requirem ents 
and 
poor 
heat 
retention. Interested citizens who 
want such information should write 
to the OEC in Washington. 
Although alluding to the Oregon 
example, 
under 
Governor 
Tom 
McCall, 
of 
banning 
decorative 
outside lighting (such as neon ads 
and bulbs on motel balconies), the 
President did not emphasize these 
and other corporate energy savings 
that really could loom large. 
Mr. Nixon did come out strong for 
nuclear 
fission power plants 
in 
urging a speedup in construction 
without noting the horrendous risks 
to present and future generations 
from nuclear plant accidents. He 
needs to be briefed about this 
subject from the highly qualified 
scientific critics of nuclear power. 
Up 
to 
now, 
his 
advice 
comes 
exclusively from Atomic Energy 
Commission officials who isolate 
him from contrary evaluations of 
safety failures and risks. 


Right 
in 
the 
White 
House 
complex, the Office of Management 
and Budget has been holding up lor 
years funding plans for generators 
that would greatly 
increase the 
clean hydro-power of existing dams 
in the 
Northwest 
(such as the 
Bonneville and Grand Coulee). For 
three years, against the advice of 
his own task force, Mr.

The dangers of driving in Mexico 
were highlighted recently for a 
relatively young man and his wife 
and child.

Esther, to Mexico a 
couple of weeks ago 
to visit his parents. 
They 
had

child. 
Figueroa had purchased 
Chevrolet 
van 
and 
the 
equipped the van for the trip. On a 
road near Magda, in the state of 
Jalisco on the road to Guadalajara, 
Figueroa swerved to avoid hitting a 
cow. The van tipped over and the 
nightmare began. 


His wife, Josefina, 29, was killed. 
His child was slightly injured. 


Figueroa was put in jail and held 
without information on his family 
from Sunday at 1 a.m. until Monday 
at 2 p.m. He was released after 
paying a fine of 10,000 pesos, roughly 
$800. His offense: killing a cow. 
According 
to 
the 
reports, 
Figueroa hired a lawyer at another 
fee of 10,000 pesos. The lawyer’s 
advice: “ simply leave.” With his 
wife’s body and child there, he could 
not. The task of getting his slightly 
injured child back to the U.S. called 
for another pay-off to the tune of 
approximately $100. He paid more to 
have his w ife’s remains released 
Her wedding ring and all of the cash 
and 
cloth es 
they 
had 
also 
disappeared. 
However, the final irony was yet 
to come. 
When he reached the 
airport, he was told that because he 
had driven into the country and was 
now flying out, there were further 
penalty charges. He paid them to 
get out. 
Figueroa’s van is still impounded 
in Mexico. His wife is buried in 
Carpinteria cemetery and his year- 
old daughter has recovered 
He would like to continue his 


efforts to secure his property but the
